Mrs. Tet- 
reault that thoy - had retired for tho 
evening, and that ho could not come In, 
Kadon/. demanded that she open the 
door;t.Whlbh sho did. After being nd- 
mlttedi to the house ho produced a but- 
cher knife, went directly to the bod 
whoro Tetreault was lying, cutting him 
across the (Ingorsi 

Tetreault got out of bed and com- 
menced throwing OIhIich at Nadon, 
causing several hoiIouh Injuries about 
the head and body. At last ho secured 
the butcher knife -ivhlch Nndon had 
used on lilm .and stubbed him above 
the heart . 

Mrs. Tidrcault called for help several 
times, and Wm. Garrlero and Augus- 
tlne Roy, wlio liappeiii.'d lo be (ui the 
.premises, appi'ared at .the diior ;ind 
draiTJVed Nailon (o a, woodpile ;iliiiut 
two liumli-ed yards from the house!. 
iMi'dlcal aid was sumiiiflned, but he 
never regulmn'l conseloushess and died 
within a coupio of hours after being 
stabbed. Nndon and Tetreault former- 
ly lived. In tho province of t^ueboci 



Cliicago, Noir. 16. — ^\'-nn Vlisslngcn, 
a real estate dealer, for years classed 
among the llrst of- Chicago's prosper- 
ous and reputable biislnesjs men, to- 
day confessed to, having , obtained 
through .forged deeds and no.tes more 
thuii, $700,000, and a few hours after 
on Ills own urgent appeal to be pun- 
ished, was sentenced to tho peniten- 
tiary. 

The arrest, tho indictment and tho 
confession and tho sentence were the 
work of less tlULn four liours. Taken 
In tlie midst of business from his of- 
llce at 17:i Wasliington street shortly 
after the noon liour, Van Vlissingeu 
apjieared before the court and Iti tears 
confessed that for from eighteen to 
twenty years ho had been securing 
money throu^i the sales of forged 
documents, and that though ho bad 
bought back many of these spudlnus 
iiistiunienta without detection, at 
least 7;') in:ople would lose an aggre- 
gate of more than $700,000, tlirough tho 
pajier w-iilcli he has not yet redeemed. 

In forging notes, he declared, he had 
])crfeeted a unique, device. This con- 
sisted of a ])late gl;iss desk top, so 
arranged that by an electric liglit 
thrown up from beneath ho could read 
and trace fi;om originals forged signa- 
tures on to worthless. paper. .Through- 
out blB:-' arrest;i,i-anaL ! sentence', the 
prisoner made no effort to defend him- 
self, but only asked that his punish- 
ment bo speedy.

Groat i-ount'lls of bishops have, 
of course, beuu held from the. earliest 
(lays, but for the first time,- bishops, 
ck-rgy and laity aasorii'bled'^Irom all 
tiuartera of the globe, for' mutual con- 
ference. , Tlio, programnier'tis ''arranBea, 
wais carried out In every dotall; a proof 
oiv the Immehsoj ; care, that 'ibad beeii 
given to the organization of the con- 
"gresa ■ ""Hmbr "to .'Vvhom honor ! « dun," 
and all are. agreed that It was chleily the 
work of Bishop Montgomery, secretary 
of the S, P.'G,, whose visit to, Victoria 
j we well remember. Like many another 
I grout movement ut llrst It was some- 
I what ridiculed as an ' impractiealjle 
1 scheme, and now that It has been ac- 
I complished everybody is lllled with 
I admiration and jjraises its succc'^s.

the American church, having ■ made 
their effort only 'the year ''before,' In 
connection with the tercentenary of the 
llrst preaching of Christianity on tbe 
continent, practically took no part in 
tlie offering. It amounted to |l,7ri0,00n, 
und was not a fitting representation of 
tlie wealthiest church In Christendom. 
The division is vested in a strong com- 
mittee of clergy ani laity, a general 
wish being expressed that It should not 
be frittered awny on small object.s, but 
tliat some lasting memorial should bo 
the result. Tlnj ainnunt collected in 
tills diocoso, including $37.00 from the 
A\'onian'» Auxiliary, was $500, and w.-i.s 
devoted to the 'general fund, without 
beiii,5 specially designated for any local 
olijoct. 

Confercnca of Bishops 

The Pan-Anglican, congress was fol- 
lowed la July by the fifth Lambetli 
Confori nce of Bishops, when arcli- 
Idsliops and bishops, all having .sujior- 
Inlt.'iidence over dioceses, actively en- 
gaKeii as suffragans, were present. The 
Lamljetli coiif(.'rence lir.st met In 18G8,. 
wlion 70 gisliops attended, and ■ the 
mo(>tlnKs liavc; l)fen held at intorval.H 
of ton .'.-cars, with a Kradual!>- increas- 
infr atteii(lanc(.' of blslio])S. From 7G to 
-1" in fort\' j'onrs is a growtli for 
v.hicli we do well to bo thankful. 

'I'lie coiU'oreiioe claims 110 iiuthnrlty 
to sjieak In tho n<am(' of the whole An- 
kIIciui (ioinnuuilon. Tlio title of 'con- 
fiTi iicc^' (wplaiii.M Its object. The reso- 
lutions wliicli are jiassrd from time to 
tlnie (altliouf,'li naturally tliey must 
liavt' f,'Te.'it v.'elfTlit), wxo. not necessarily 
binding; upon thi! cliurclK.-s of the- \\\- 
gllcan coniMninii')n. Tile .\reiibisliop of 
< 'anterluu'j- as primate of all I'jngiand, 
prc-iidcs at llie nieetln.i;s of tlie con- 
ference, .-uul no ono could have presid- 
cil witli greater dignity and efllelency 
than Dr. Itandnll DavJUifon, the pre- 
sent occupant of the see. Ono result 
of the conference was the appointment 
of .a central consultation body , with re- 
presentatives to be blectea;by''e'Bch na- 
tional church, to consist of 18 members, 
to whom may . be referred;' by any 
bishopi sufch matters as may arise from 
time to time needing .special consulta- 
tion anfl-advice. • The .decisions of tliis 
liody, again It m'ust^'b'e.icarefully under- 
stood, are not .of-.i^a ileglslatlve nature. 
It is not a final oburf'.of appeal, but a 
con.sultatlvo body. 

Tho meetings of the Lambeth Con- 
ference have always bfcen considered 
iirivate. No account of Its proceedings 
\^ jiUowod to appear In tho newspapers, 
as was the case in tho Pan-Anglican 
{■onfjress. 1'he reason of this is obvi- 
ous, iuj tlie l)isliops assomljled are :ible 
to discuss private matter.-) without any 
public, report of their speeches. Tiie 
eonfereiico met for ten days, darliuv 
which tlio Kulijects to be considered 
were iiitroduced liy spoci.-illy appointed 
speakers, and afterwards tli.scuHsed. 
t'ommiltees v.'ere' appointed whieli e.'ir- 
rled on their \vorl; for a foi'tnlRlit, i)i 
some cases sitting from day tu ila.\' 
witli uuM-nlng, afternoon aiul eveiiini? 
;;esHlons. 'i'licio comniittces prepaied 
their rejiorts, together with, a series of 
resolutliins wlileii were presented to 
the conforenee at its second sess'on, 
wliU'h lasted for anotlier ten days. Kaeli 
of tlie resolutiouH was iilacx.'d before 
tlu^ coiifereiiee, iuid eltlier acee|)ted, re- 
modoUi'd (jr r^'Jeeled. These resolutions, 
togetlnu' v.'lHi an eiieyellcal letter, 
every lino of whieii was considered and 
pnssed Ijy tlie wliole conforenee, ai'o 
printi'd and circulated. I iiave ordered 
a Kiilllclont number of copies to' suppl.'p 
uU tho members of lUc eyno'J, and I 



commend It to yotit' most careful con- 
sideration. 

Various Decisions 
"Let mo endeavor to shortly set be- 
fore you the decisions upon some of 
tiie most lmi)urtant mntlcra bruuglit 
before the conference. I'"irst and fore- 
tnost in these days of doubt and mis- 
belief tho clear statement by whicli the 
Catholic faltli is uplield will be a relief 
to many. 'The facta stated in the 
creeds are an essential part of the 
faith of the church.' > • 

No uncertain note was sounded with 
regard to religious education in our 
schools. Americans and Australians 
were present, and, thank God, tho fol- 
lowlng.itresolutlon , was . adopted: ■ ''In 
tho Jiiagment""6tithls'-coriferehctefIt.'.:fs 
our duty as' Christians (and Christiana 
here was used in Its widest sense, not 
merely as members of tho Anglican 
communion but ay Christiana) to make 
It clear to the world that purely secu- 
lar systems of education are education-- 
ally as well as morally unsound, since 
tliey fall to coordinate the training of 
the whole nature of the child, und ne- 
cessarily leave many ciilldren delici- 
ent in a most important factor for tiiat 
formation of clmraeter,- wiilch Is the 
princiijal aim of education." Tlie duty 
was iiresscd ui)oii parents in all con- 
ditions of social life to take jiersonal 
part in the religious instruction of 
their own cliiUlren and to show active 
Interest in the rellBlous Instruction 
which their ehildrca reuulve at schools. 

No words could be stronger tliau 
those which deal with the disregard 
of the, sanctity of marriage and the 
conference calls for the active and 
determined co-operation of all rlglit- 
thin.klng and clean-living men and wo- 
men in all ranks of life, in defence of 
tho family life and the social order 
which rept upon the sanctity of tiie 
marriage tie. The statistics of dlvurce 
in certain parts of the world, were ap- 
i>alllng, und the idea of allowing the 
remarriage of one guilty, oif adultery or 
divorced for. any othprr- reason than 
adultery, .In church \>tas unanimously 
rejected. With regard to tho remar- 
riage of an innocent person, who had 
divorced a spouse for adultery, it was 
only decided by a small majority that 
tile service stiould not be allowed in 
church, while the clergy were recom- 
mended not to refuse the sacraments 
to those who, under civil sanction were 
thus married. ,. . 

Dedeased Wife's-.Sistei;. 
No resolution was passedtupon tho 
.vexed question of the case- of ; li man 
marrying his deceased . wife's -;:,slster; 
the, matter was; ieft;".td, .each'hatlonal 
church; "So long as the .Tablo.,of Pro- 
hibited Degrees as set forth by author- 
ity in 1563 is a part of our prayer- 
book we in the Canadian church aro 
clearly bound by the canon passed at 
our genejrai; , synod, v^** clergyman 
wlthln'the ' juHsdlctlon ...of tlie said 
synod shall knowingly solemnize a 
marriage within the degrees prohibited 
by sucii table. The iiuestion wlilcli 
arises Is how those who break this law 
ot the church and are married under 
civil sanction should be treated. With 
the great diversity of opinion tliat ex- 
ists I can only give my individual 
opinion, which. Is that they should not 
be debarred from the sacraments of 
the church. If any such cases arise 
In tho diocese I tru.-Jt that tho clergy 
will bring tlieni to luy tiotlce; und ' I 
also trust tlial they will do all in their 
power to advise any ■ivho contemplate 
such a marriage' to desist from it. l.io- 
fore long further legislation must bo 
carried upon tills subject. The deci- 
sion given in a court In England, where 
a clergyman has been ordered to ad- 
minister tlie holy communion to a man 
wlio had married ills deceased wife's 
sister does not affect us in this diocese, 
and my reason for not e.xcomnumlcal- 
Ing sueli people Is the uncertainly 
which surrounds the whole matter, and 
the .absence uf any autliorltatlve state- 
ment.

social offect of any liuslness or enter- 
prise ill whicli money is Invested, the 
treatment of those emiiloyed, and tho 
payment to them of a just wage. | 

Two otlier iiolnts received tho most 
careful attention. The .supply of men 
for lioly orders, and the necessity of 
pressing tho ideea of service, and en- 
couraging signs of vocation. This la-; 
volves u])on the laity the need of niak- I 
In.i; adiQuate provision for their edu- ! 
cation. No suggestion was made of 
lowering tlie standard intellectuully, on 
the contrary, the tendency was 'rather 
to raise it. A serious effort ought to 
b(^ mdde'to' secure. that>. candidate^ for 
holy orders should normally' bo 'gradu- 
ates of 'some racognlzed 'uplverslty, and 
also should -have.; special and,, practical 
training In a theblo'glcal college. | 
Question of Reunion.

The relations of tlie churches of tho 
Anglican comniunlon to the Presby- I 
torlan aral otlier non-Episcopal ' 
cliurclies, were fully discussed. It Is 
clearly impossible for the Anglican 
church to abandon Its position . with, 
regard to tho Historic Bplscopato, ;<bUt,., 
a practical suggestion was made in tho ! 
case of those who could trace back 
their orders through the laying on of ; 
the hands of tho Presbytery alone, that , 
thoy" should 'be consecrated as blshoiis, ' 
wlthbut'";belngf'ordalned In accordance i 
with our ordinal. This was done by' 
the Church of England in IGIO, In the 
ea.Mo of certain Presbyterian dlylnes. 



Mdan-whlle tlii> 'i:L'kmbbth . ..^onfer.enco 
begs all who profess, and call them- 
selves Christians to'.'wdrk together for 
the'advance of all true moral and so- 
cial reform, and suggests that small 
conferences of leading members of 
Christians should bo called together 
for i)rayer, and the better understand- 
ing of each other's position. 

A brief sketch such as I have tried 
to make of tho work done at the Lam- 
beth conference Is miserably Inade- 
quate, but It was the spirit of tlie mem- 
bers that was most helpful. There was 
not ono word of boasting, tiiid the 
consciousness of our many neglected 
opportunities only seemed to point to 
now and better endeavors f(n' tlie fu- 
ture. I thank God with all my heart 
that I was allowed to bo iiresoiit, and 
prny Him that In some measure tho 
Inspiration of these great gatherings 
may be felt by us In this, far western 
diocese. ' ' , ■ . 

The Triennal Syhoj^^^ 

The Triennial Synod !;df -the Cana- 
dian church was hold .at , Ottawa . last 
September, and tho report will In duo 
time ba published and circulated. Tho 
hymn book, after many years ot most 
careful preparation, ■\vas adopted, and 
I heartily comiiiciid its use to this dio- 
cese. It has been the .subject of (criti- 
cism but It has bc'(!n framed on .'i 
wide basis, and tlio olijectloiis of a f(;w 
individuals to certain liymiis were 
over-ruled by tlio majority ot clerical 
and lay membi;rs ot tlio yynod. It will 
naturally lake time iiofore It is intro- 
duced into our several parishes, the 
rpiestlon ot expense alone being an 
important one ,but as tlio hymn book 
Is put out "with auiliority" It wilb cer- 
tainly bo a bond of union and I trust 
that as ye.'irs go by tliore will be an in- 
creasing nuinlxcr of parishes in which 
It i.s adoptod. 

'J'lie organization ot Sunday schools 
was an iinportanl part of tlie work of 
the Synod, and the aiipointmeni' ot an 
organizing secretary ouglit to produce 
good .results. It .was. generally felt 
that, there' ^was'' room 'for Improvement 
in our methods, 'No pains can be too 
great -.In , our -own Diocese where alas, 
w,e-have';ho attei-npt at' religious cdu- 
catioh in''our day schools. 

Let me now turn to the details of 
our own Dlooegan work. First: I. have 
personally to thank Archdeacon 
Scrlven for once more acting as my 
commissary (hiring my nlisence In 
England. The .Vrchde.-icnn h;is always 
been most kind and willln.c; to under- 
take the charge of any parish that' 
might happen to be vacat(ui, so tliat 
he has not boon able to give as nuicl; 
care jis he would have wislied to Ills 
special work as Archdeacon. lJut 1 
hope thnt within a sliort time ho will 
be free from any parocliial charge and 
I know th.'if every parish that be vis- 
its will always accord to him the 
heartiest possible welconic. 

Consecration of Cemetery. 

I have to report tho consecration ot 
tho addition of tho Ross Bay Ceme- 
tery, Victoria on Oct. 2, 1907. Tho 
land was purchased by Bishop Hills, 
and (lald for by the sale of burial plots 
in the old portion of the cemetery.

Quebec, Nov., IC.-^Sir Henri Joly de 
IjOtblnlero, formerly lieutenant-g.^v- 
ernor of British Columbia, died at his 
residence here this morning. 

Sir Henri " Joly was born In France 

in Decc-ir.b£r, 1S29. His father,- Gaspard 
Pierro Gi;stave Joly, member of an old 
Huguenot family, became Seigneur de 
Lotblnlere by his marriage with Julio 
Christlnl Chartler de liOtbliiiere, 
granddaughter of the last Marquis do 
Lotblnlere. engineer-ln-chlcf of New 
France. Sir Henri received hl.s educa- 
tion at the Keller school In Pari.s, 
where ho was a schoolmate of the late 
M. Waddlngton, the famous French 
minister. Emigrating to Canada, ho 
took up the study of tho law, and was 
called to the bar in. Quebec ..In 1,855. 
He practised Jaw In .Quebec city and' 
district until the political field en- 
gaged his attention. In ISGl Sir Honrl 
was elected to the Canadian a.s.senibly, 
and he took a prominent part in tho 
debates on confederation.' On this 
question he .sided with Dorlon, Holton, 
Huntington and other I.,lberals against 
the views of the majority. 

.Sir Honrl was elected in 1SG7 to the 
first parliament of the Dominion, and 
al.so to tho Quebec legislature, retain-, 
ing both scats until ],S74, when dual 
representation was aholishod. Then 
ho elected 10* remain a member of the 
provincial house, leading tho oppo.sl- 
tlon agralnst the do Bduchervillo gov- 
ernment. In '1878, Lleiitehant-Govern - 
or Ijctelller dismissed the, ministry and 
cnllod Sir Henri to the premiership, in 
1879 Ills government was defeated In 
tlie hou.so and he resigned, becoming 
again t)}e loader of the oppo.sition. In 
ISSf) he retired fron-i politlcn as a jiro- 
tcst again.st tho .-ittitudo taken by his 
party on the RIel affair. In 189.1 he 
was a delegate to the Liberal conven- 
tion at Ottawa, and was elected to 
the Commons from Portnouf In 1890. 
He was choyon as a member of the 
Laurler ministry, being first controller 
and afto;:wards minister, of Inland 
revenue. -Hsfwas made a K.C.M.G. In 
1805, In ackridwledgment of his public 
services. To;;:hlm in 1898 .was . n- 
trustcd tho cdnducfiof 'LI Hungr Chnng'.s 
tour through Canada, -when the fa- 
niou.s viceroy was on his way homo 
to r;hlna. 

Sir Ilenri'.s last pul)lic service was 
as lleutcn.-int-governor of British Co- 
lumbia, his appointment to that of- 
fice being made In 1900 and tho term 
closing In fOO.-). The late Lady Joly, 
who was Margaretta Josi'pha, daugh- 
ter of the lale HainniDiid Gowen, of 
Quebec, ^vas of great assistance to 
her husband In tho performance of 
the social duties pertaining to \ his 
office. -V 

Sir Henri was vnotedUnot only !n 
Canada but all ovbr.;thO:"contlnent for 
his doep Interest in forestry and his 
unremitting efforts to awaken tho 
public to the need of forest protection 
and for(!sl renewal. IIo (lid much, hy 
his writings, lectures and personal ex- 
ample to this end. 

Tho oldest !ion of Sir Henri, l';;d- 
mond, is a member of the Q'aelioc bar, 
pi-actislng fit the Ancient Capital. Two 
otliors, Aliiin ami Henri Gustavo, grad- 
uated at tho Royal Military college, 
Kingston, and are now Serving In tho 
army In India, the former as captain 
and the latter as lieutenant. 



That the method in vogue at prcjcnt 
of carrying .on tho work of the Isola- 
tion hos])ltaI should be inquired Into 
and some metliod adoi)ted whereby tlie 
city will secure a greater revenue from 
tho patients treated therein than at 
present is tho case was tlic general 
opinion expressed by tho aldermen at 
last night's meeting of the city coun- 
cil.

Aid. iGleas'on, In- urglngrthat ' tho re- 
(lulred'^furriltljre be secured, pointed 
out that" the appropriation for tho al- 
terations was J2,500, of which but 
?3,3O0 had boun uucd. It was neces- 
sary that the Lsolatlon hospital be In 
readiness to meet any sudden demands 
which might' be thrown upon it. 

Aid. Cameron suggested that there 
was no ininiediate ncces.slty that this 
furniture should bo secured and point- 
ed out that tho health department has 
already greatly exceeded Its appropri- 
ations In otlicr directions. In fact, 
to the extent of several thousand dol- 
lars and it was about time that tho 
whole matter of the ni!cesslty of such 
nn institution and the method of con- 
ducting it should be investigated. A'lc- 
torla appeared to be about the only 
city that has an isolation hospital con- 
ducted on the lines of this one. Ho 
doubted very much If in other cities 
patients were treated free and not 
called .upon..' to contribute something 
partlcularlyiiri-'cases where 'they could 
well afford to do so. 

Must Get Revenue 
JIayor Hall referred to tho recent 
bylaw passed providing for certain 
charges to be levied upon all patients 
who were willing to pay tlie same. Tlio 
payments were merely optional with the 
patients and there was nothing to 
compel It but certainly no ijatient 
should be admitted to tho hospital un- 
less on tho order or certillcato of tho 
city's medical ofllcer. Ho understood 
tliat patients had been sent to the hos- 
pital by other medical men and tho 
city olllclals knew nothing about It. 
Some arrangements must be made 
whereby the city will be assured of 
some revenue from those who receive 
treatment; 

It was 'ghally decided that In order 
that thevWbole. matter might, be thor- 
oughly discussed a special .meeting of 
the board of health', \yhlcll is .composed 
of the council,-. will 'be called hext Tues>-' 
day cvcnlngr.- 'At that meetlng'-alsb' the 
official inquiry, which was to -have been 
held last nlghtMjitb the-'qtiestloh of the- 
Chtnesd' 'tyasHIiouses in';''th'e' 'prornibos 
at the corner of Fort street an4 'Quadra 
street, owned by Dr. Morrison, .against 
which William Noal, ah' ' , a'djolnihg 
owner has frcriuently complained to 
tho council, and also the Inquiry re- 
lative to the jiroMiises owned by L. 
QiiagllottI, on Store street, condemned 
by tho sanitary In.spector, will be con-, 
ducted. At tho meeting last night XIr. 
Quagliottl's solicitor, H, W. Lowe, 
stated that his client would submit a 
plan to the building Inspector, of In-' 
tended improvements to the buildlng.s 
and he asked that jiondlng tho othcial's 
decision on these plans tho inquiry bo 
po.stponed.

the employees claim that as their bills 
come duo at tin; end of the month and 
tradesmen do not wl.sli to wait for their 
money until the 10th, It will be much 
njore satisfactory if tho first dates can 
be taken as those :bnV'wHlch the pay 
days should fall., .The Laborers' Pio- 
tectlye: a.sc|oclatloh. also ^suggests . that 
dt) tlie date of ,polllng:at the next clvlb 
election a referendum ^ be taken as to 
the advisability ot/flx}hB a .weekly pay

Mayor Hall suggested. that the coun- 
cil should call for appllcations-Cfor tho 
position of paymaster; which' position 
could also include other duties, should 
It bo found 'that that of puymaster 
alone would not require the whole at- 
tention of one individual.

We have given careful consideration 
to the bill presented last year. Your 
committee begs to iippend to this ro- 
liort a copy of this bill containing- the 
alterations which appear to be desira- 
ble. ., . . . , , , . 

The bill presented last year sought 
authority to use tlie city waters for 
power jjurposes, and cont;f.ined general 
powers enabling llie corporation to 
Kuiily power and liglit in connection 
Willi any purpose for which electrlcily 
or eleclric power may be employed or 
required. This aulliorlty Is retained In 
the bill. 

Your committee reconimonds that 
the city sollcll')rs bi> Instructed to ])re- 
imre tlu; formal notice for introduction 
of the bill at the next sitting of tho 
legislative assembly, and to take all ne- 
eess.iry stei)H in regard therelo. 

Ajipendcd to this report is a letter 
from the city solicitors to the chair- 
man, exiilanatory of the divergencies In 
the bill of last year from the bill now 
ualied tor.

the desirahllity of making application 
by a potltlon to the governor-giMieral 
under the provisions of the Indian Act

Future" Government of Colony 
Cost Belgium a Large Sum 



Will 



Ilrussels, Xov. Ki. — .M. Vandevelde, 
who has just returned from the Congo 
glveajlribma^lnteresting details on the 
future' gb'vei'nmcnt of tho Congo. This 
government, he said will cost Hi^lglum 
$3,000,000 to $1,000,000 a year I'or 
several years to come. M, Vande- 
^•elde dwelt on the necoasity ut su))- 
prcsHlng forced labor lu the Congo. 
The natives thoio, he said, liave a 
great repugnance for tho work of cul- 
lecting rubber, not only because I lie 
rubber havost Is exhiuisted in many 
quarters, but also liocauso tho work 
necessitates tho oxUo of native lalior- 
ers to tho depths of the rubber forest, 
and« llnKlly, because it is badly paid. 



Rubber collecting means slavery to the 
Congo native. That the rubber sup- 
ply Is exhausted was proved to M. 
Vandevelde by many instances, and 
until fresh plantations bring profitable 
results the (.,'ongo colony will, of course 
los(; a precious n-sourco. Tho culti- 
vation (.if cocoa and coffee trees pro- 
ceeds successfully, but tin- ultliii.-ito 
hope of tlie Congo resides in its min- 
eral Wealth, for the ruliber, which had 
boon rutlili^ssly exploited and tajipcd 
for the past twenty years, will yield 
no iirolit for twenty or twenty-flve 
years to ctmic.

Tlio London Morning Post thinli.s 
that "lireferontial trade arrangements 
and Improved .stenni.sliip and telegra- 
phic communication" constitute tho 
CanadlBin .view of Imp'^rlpl union.

■mostegepeml' statenients this one must 
be received with some rjunlincation, 
but in the nialn.;lt is correct. The peo- 
ple of Canada 'dti not concern tiiem-' 
solves greatly with the political re- 
organlzatlon of the Kmplro, but tlioy 
do think nmch about imjiroved metliods 
of conimunlcatiori and potential eoin- 
merclnl advantages. At tills time the 
Question of a cheaper telegraphic ser- 
vice is occupying a very prominent 
place in ))ublic attention, and it may 
bo said that nothing , of - an intcr- 
Imperlal nature has . tnbre strongly 
commeiuled Itself to Canadian opinion. 
It Is announced that ;\Ir. Lenileux dur- 
ing his present visit U> London will 
confer with tho British govorninent 
with' reference to the construction of a 
telegrapb.lc cable ijctween the Mother 
Country and the Dominion, the cost to 
bo borne by the govornmejits of tlio 
two countries. J'lThls Isl estimated at 
$1,800,000,' whi'cii is certainly not so 
large us to present n formidable oli- 
stacle to tlie .success of the i)lan. A 
London despatch says that the Globe 
of that city declares the propo.sal to 
bo 'well worthy of consideration a,nd 
support. , ..

Is .confident of ultimate 
success, although he does not mlnljnlzo 
the strength of tiio opposition to tho 
liroposal. He jiroposea tlio purchase of 
all the Atlantic cables by the British 
and United States governmunts at a 
fair valuation. Such a step he says, 
"is feasible and possible in the -Inter- 
ests 'or '"millions 'i'rt'b'cirh cbuhfrles;' It 
Is absolutely necessary." He looks 
upon the investment as one tliat would 
prove remunerative, because if the 
rates were . reducedh;© two cents .a word 
the cables would' be worked to their 
full capacity. He anticipates tliat tho 
Increase would bo 20-fold in the volume 
of business, wiiereas tlie reduction of 
rates would only be S.05 per cent. In 
other words the cables would earn 40 
cents where they nov/ only earn>;!.24 
cents, and the cost of operating would 
only Ijo slightly Increased. 

Ill this connection it may be men- 
tioned that Sir Sandford Fleming a 
few years ago published a pamphlet: In 
wlileh ho sought to show that tele- 
grams nilirlit be profitably carried be- 
tNi'een all ijoints in Canada at the i)re- 
sent mlnlmuin rate charged for com- 
nuerclal business, or'^s'aj'i 26 cents for 
the. first 10 words and 'a 'cent a word 
for.«.'-;anythlng additional. Let it bo 
supposed tiiat Sir Sandford's propo.sal 
for transmission over land lines in 
Canada were carried Into effect, and 
tlie 2-cent rate were adopted for cable 
messages, we would be able to send a 
10-word message from Victoria to 
London for -15 cents. At jiresent such a 
message would cost $3.70. If such a 
reductiori is within tlje range of pro- 
fitable telegraphy, any effort in, reason 
Is worth making to secure It. The In- 
crease In personal, social and commer- 
cial t-oiegraphy that would ensue is dif- 
ficult to limit, nnd the resulting 
benefit to the public In a variety of 
ways is too great to bo measured. Let 
it bo supposed, in addition, that a 
press ■ service of 3 cents 'a word could 
lie provided. It would then be easy 
enough to arrange for a lir.'st chuis 
British news .service, by tiio several 
provincial dallies combining to form 
a local Associated Press with a corres- 
pondent In London. 

As Mr. Hennlker Ileaton says, 
everybody but tho shareholders in tlio 
Cjible, Triisi, Is In. fayor of, the pro- 
posed redtictlon.- He also says that the 
Trust is so alarmed at the prospect of 
a luiblic demand for cheai) cablegrams 
tliat a certain section of tho nietro- 
pplltan press is vigorously combatting 
the suggestion. We feel very favor- 
ably Impressed with the proposal of an 
All-Red Cable across tho Atlantic, to 
be owned by tlie government of tlie 
United Kingdoin and Canada, Such .-ui 
onterprlse would have an iniinediate 
effect upon rates, and would, we be- 
lieve, be tho first step towards govern- 
ment ownership of all ocean telegra- 
phic cables. 



THE MANCHU DYNASTY. 

The death of the Chinese Emperor 
lias caused a great, deal of speculation 
as to his successor, and tho opinion has 

been expressed tliat he will be liio last 
of the Manului dynasty. Tin; rise of 
the Manchu family to which lie belongs 
and the siipremacy of jthei Manolfua In 
China is one of the romances 'of his- 
tory. Tills race wore, when first heard 
of by their iieigliliors, an Iniilgnlflcaiit 
clan living at a considerable dlstanco 
from the Chinese frontier. They are 
not mentioned in connection with the 
Cenghnez, TImur or Kublai, but about 
tlie middle of the Hlxteentli Century 
tlieir irifhu-iice began to manifest ItHolt. 
The first reputed chief of tin; clan Is 
Ktild to have lived in tlie Fourtoenih 
Century. Ho was alleged to have been 
of nilriiculous parentage, .and a very 
pretty iuid lilghly creditable story is 
lold of his motlier, wlilcli, however, 
is not exactly of a typo to bo repci\tod 
here. He docs not appoar to have ac- 
comiili.shed very much except to make 
lilmselt suin-eme lord of tho vnllcy in 
\vhl(?li the Manciuis lived, and wlioro 
for five generations they remained HO 
r«r ns Is Iviiown, at iieaco with tlio rest 
Of mankind. Tlicn Nooruchu was born, 



the date of that event being fixed at 
A. D. 1559. Ho Is described as a man 
of extraordinary countenance and 
pliysiciuo. He corialnly was Inspired 
with a -great ambition and possessed 
military qualities of a. high order. Ho 
Invaded China and although lie met 
with niucli success, lie liad not- suc- 
ceeded . at the itlmo ot' hiB! death la 
1626 In' becotplngCmaster^of^^^ country. 
The war continued 'with brief periods 
of rest for some years longer, but about 
1600 we find Chuntche assuming tho 
reins of tin; Chinese government and 
becoiiiiiig tho flrsf of- the Maiiehu 
d.\-naHty to sit on the Dragon Throne. 
The present ruling house has therefore 
enjoyed tlie Imperial power for up- 
wards ot two hundred and fifty year.s. 

Tlie /vlancliii dynasty ini.rotluced the 
wearing of the pig-tail into China. Tlie 
story of tills Incident is thus. told; -The 
Manchus laid selge to Xilaouyang, tlio 
capital of the province now known 
as JIancliuria. The Cliinese comman- 
der was toollsh enough to venture to 
niiiet them 'outslde^'pf 'the city walls 
a7id was Ignomlnloiisly 'defeated. The 
enemy pursued his retreating forces 
witlilii the walls and massacred the 
garrl.son to the last man. I'rociaina- 
tion was made that all the Inhabltunts 
of tho city, who would save their lives, 
must sliave their heads, leaving one 
long leek. This emblem was subse- 
(juently adopted tliroiigiiout tlio whole 
empire. As the Manchus, who had 
been reinforced by the Mongols and 
'J.'artars, overran the country, they slew 
all til-; male iiopulatlon who failed to 
oxliiblt this sign of submission. The 
wearing of the pig-tail- by China- 
men dates therefore from 1621. The 
origin of the custom is lost In obscur- 
ity. .Some Chinese writers thought 
tlKit It was pi-actlcc-d by the Manchus 
before they jiiv.ided China, but this is 
little more than a guess. / 

Amo.'jg the Manchu emjierprai, there 
iiavd be3 i several who displayed' great 
administrative ability.^ The line 
culminated, so far as this quality was 
concerned, in Klalcing, who died in 1821, 
Under h!& rule China v/as peaceful and 
prosperous. Some authorities say that 
tills wa^ the fnost prosiierous jieriod 
in all her history. At this time niiiny 
secret societies came into existence; or 
poriiaps ittwould-'be more ^iccurate to 
say that the existing social societies 
became more powerful than ever. Tin 
undermined the Imperial authorlt 
and since the death of Klaklng it may 
be said that China has liardly had 
ruler, who has been anytlilng mor 
than nominally empero'r. This is of 
course, an outside view of tiie case, ^\'e 
do not know the inner workings of 
Cliinese iioUtles. AS'hether anotlier 
descendant of Alsln Gloro, tlie Golden 
Family Stem, the son of tho Maiden of 
Nluciie, will occupy the tjirone' ot his 
ancestors we suppose the events of tho 
ne.-<i few weelcs will determine. The 
records of the empire show that any- 
thing may happen In China.

Chinatown went Into moiu'iiing on 
Sunday,:jWhen official cablegrams were 
rooelN'edhirii'tllp Chinese tiuarters of 
the' ■domlse: of 'HIs-Jlujesty the Jini- 
peror'-Kuang- Hsu. of China, also the 
death or the Dowager Empress. On the 
doors and shopfronts of the Chinese 
<niarier bJff cluster.^ of white clotli — 
wliiti! is the mournlns hue in China — 
are huuK, and Cor three days the stores 
will 1.1c closed. The foliowhiB tob;- 
Kram was received from the Chinese 
IcRation at AVashlngton, D.C, by the 
l.Milne.'ic? CouKoiiaated Benevolent As- 
sociation: "The demise of His Ini- 
l)erial Chinese Majestj-, ISmperor 
Kuantj Hsu. took place at 5 o'clock 
.\-csterday* (Saturday) afternoon. All 
(-'hinese subjcet.s will mourn accord- 
ingly." Kollowhiff the receipt of this 
uussago a mass meeting was held at 
ilu; rooms of the .Association' on l''is 

nurd street, \vhere many speeclu' 
we re made by prominent i.'hlncse. A 
notable feature of the changinB condi- 
lions was a dissentlne; .speech in wlib- li 
one Chinese objected to the action 
taken to mourn, owing to the fact that 
he considered the Kiniirrar had not 
dtuic a.4 much as he should for the 
reform jnoveuient In China. He was 
silenecd, and started a. street corner 
TucctiiiK at the corner of I'Msguard anil 
Covcrnmcnt streets. Few paid atten- 
tion to .hlnii though, and ^he soon sub- 
sided. It Avas decided th'at the shops 
would be closed for • three days ■ and 
all Chinese school children would re 
main at home dindng the period of 
mournlns. Notices to this effect were 
prepared in black cli.aractcrs on while 
paper instead of the usual red paiier 
adojjtcd for such notices ,i.s are pasted 
at the street-and aitej- corners in llm 
Chinese quarters and thesV, attracted 
crowds of Chinese as soon as they 
were, posted, iMa,uy. .changes . in .tho 
procedure will bo made among tho 
iThlncso. For instance tho usual red 
seals, will disappear durhif^ the period 
(if hidiiVmniSi' their place being taken 
by blue atfd black seals. ' 

Much satisfaction is expressed by 
local Chini^se that l^rlnce' Chun has 
been nnule regent.^ lie is Icnown to 
be favnrably disposed toward the 
ninvenieni fur wi'stern learning for 
China and It Is c.Npecteil that his in- 
fhu^nce will lie used to [ireycnt the 
ri.aetionists lieaded by l.i Yuen, the 
notorious i>unucli who was a faviirile 
of the Irhnpress Dowager, and usuall.v 
satirised by the Chinese as"Cobbler's 
AVa.\- LI," from causing any distur- 
bance. 1 ' 

It Is not genreally known that the 
new regent of t^hlnu. Prince Chun, or 
I'u (Miun as he was then known, visit- 
ed Victoria about ten or eleven year.s 
ago. IIo- was then • on liis way to 
t;hieaRo and Germany, tie was given 
a jjreat welcome by the (Chinese of 
Victoria, who built an arch at the 
outer wharf in Ills honor. 

'!"hi^ Cblne'se uf Victoria have lole- 
grapbed to all points where Chinese 
are gathered in n>\y number. In Canada 
and the mourning for tlip ; Kmperor 
will be general throughout- the Do- 
minion.

A deputation of I^elniont street jiro- 
pcrty owners waited upon the city 
council last night to consider the jiro- 
jiosltion of straightening tlie tfiorougli- 
fare between, Gladstone ami lilllne 
.streets. In view of the fad that legal 
ditllculties have arisen wliicli will jao- 
bably 'result in the work costing con- 
siderably, more than at lirst estimated. 
thdjClty; did, not .desire, to proceed with 
tho -yifbrlc'. until tlib .opinion of tlie own- 
ers "aftegted. was first obtained. At last 
nlght's,nieistIhB'lt was stated that the 
city, In's'e'ciifl'ni^' the necosiiary -prnperty 
to aIlo^V■'of the straightening of the 
street will have' .lo deal with some ten 
owners, two of' w'hom are. dead, and 
their heirs .will have to bo dealt witli. 
Those owners, when the subdivision of 
the property was made, did not deed 
the street to the city and consequently 
sliouUl the street now bo closed for any 
purpose, tho land comprised therein 
will revert to the owners' unless they 
all consent to deed it to the city. 

To those property owners from wliom 
land l3 -secured In order that the street 
may bo straightened, tho city expects 
to pay about $3,000, while that portion 
which will l)e left between the old 
.slfTieet and the new one was to have 
been sold and was expected to realize 
about $l[iOO. Provided tile owners on 
that side would accept it at that valua- 
tion. Othc-wl.so it could be allowed 
to remain waste property or could be 
made into an attractive grass plot. 

Tlie inattci- \vas thoroughly tiirei-hed 
■out last iiiglit, after which the uwncrs 
withdrew to llie ina.vor's olllce, wiiere 
tiiej' considered their answer to tlie 
city, which was to the effect that the 
city should secure title to the existing 
street and secure an agreement with 
the property owners (o i)urcliase Ihe 
sti ll) which will 1)0 left on tho east side 
when the new street is opened, and 
also that the city engineer j.reparo a 
report on tho cost of grading on tho 
present street, as ywell. aSf.ph the pl'o- 
i)osed street. The owiiers;''vvord,'tiriunl- 
inous that If the proposed work of 
straightening and Improving the street 
would not cost too much, it should bu 
done.

It Is about the only 
placa .that .a -inotherWithva. baby is 
made to feel she lS"^^welcome/ ; We bring 
tho motheri and :the' teacher together 
that they rhay. the better understand 
each others -problems. We also strive 
after the best methods of bringing up 
children, to be healthful and efflcicnt, 
acquire easy method.s ot doing neces- 
sary work', and obtaining change and 
relaxation for the busy jnothcrs. Wc 
meet with many obstacle.'j and much 
criticism, hut we know to do .any 
public work we nuist forget self and 
neither seek praise or regard blamo. 

There is much work to bo done in this 
lino of educating the mothers, and wo 
need all the help we , can\ge.t. The 
mother wields a power more ■decisive 
far than sylloglsma In argument, or 
courts of lust appeal in authority. 
Science has sometimes tried to teach 
us that if a iiebble he cast into the 
sea on any shore, tho effects are felt 
though not perceived by man, o\'or the 
v.'hole area (if the oc(Min, and such is 
the effects of a mother's power — ef- 
fects which .str<ach into eternity— and 
operate there forever, in sorrow or In 
Joy. So let us strive to help the 
motbors.to "More Light" ..

The;report'v.ciif ' the;Holho,Nuralhgjs6- 
clety,■^^ust of hpcesNlty ■vai'K'but^Uttlo 
from year to year, as its primary, bbr 
Jeot; this care of maternity'/cases, ' re- 
mains the same. Ton of these have 
received attefatloh ialnco November 
last, which means not only the actual 
mn-alng, but that a complete outfit has 
been left for mother and child, and In 
some ense.y street clothe-s for the 
former also provided, while medlclni'S 
are always donated by the .society. The 
connnlttee cannot speak too highly of 
their nurse, Mrs. .Herbert, who is aji 
Indefatigable worker. Her report .show.s 
that on an averagi' .she has paid two 
visits a month, some of these to give 
help and adviei>, others again to leave 
clothing and useful articles. Among 
her duties was the care of a baby at 
her own home for eight ilays, while tho 
nioth(!r was In the hospital. Sovoral 
consmnptlve eases were on the list 
during the yi^ar; these she .-issiHted to 
nurse and they were supplied with 
niHk or eggs. Bcitween three and four 
hundred articles ot clothing wore dis- 
tributed, and in.-iny co.al and grocery 
orders wore filled by the I^rleiully Help 
society.

. Offer Made City 

Messrs. Bond & Clarlc, real estate 
agents, representing local and outside 
capital, have nui.de an offer to the 
city. .Should the city consent to lease 
the property for a term oC years at a 
reasonable llgia-o the parties repre- 
sented by tho above firm are prepared 
to spend a large amount of money 
la erecting a modorn, up-to-date 
amusement resort. 'J'he plans for 
such have not been as yet prepared 
but the Idea ..Is. to ..•erect handsome 
buiidingS' ln ;wHlcli^!wiU„be located a 
large •cone6rt-' h'alP''iob'"skatlns rink, 
salt water?baths,>'a:"aancrng pavilion, 
a q u arium,'-.ahd'> ImvfftCt ! eVery 'arrange - 
ment wiU bo made'^to make the place 
an amusement resort In the best 
sense of the word.- Tho grounds will 
be attractively laid out in lawns and 
shrubbery and It Is believed that there 
will be ample room for an athletic 
lieUl. Tile buildings will be so ar- 
ranged that there will be accommoda- 
tion for Htm-es along the Douglas 
street and Ijellevllle street frontages. 
Should tho idea he carried out in Its

To complct'o arrangements for tho 
largest fishing business on this coast 
Involving a - fleet of small fishing 
steamers, a fast steal ste'amor oC tho 
size and stylo of tlio Amur of tho C. 
P. R. to collect fish from the stailona 
to be established at Prince Rupert, 
Graham and Moresby islands, Observa- 
tory Inlet, and other points from tho 
Naas to thu east coast of Vancouver 
island, a fleet ot five or six steam 
trawlers of the North Sea type, and 
an expenditure of lialf a million dol- 
lars In otiuliiineiu generally, W. Roby 
Burton of London, Jingland, represen- 
tative of a group of London financiers 
Interested In tho project, who has been 
quietly perfecting arrangements slnco 
July last arrived from the Queen Char- 
latte islands '/.by the steamer Amur 
which reaolied port on Sunday.

Mr. Burton in an interview With a 
Colonist reporter said: 

"I liavo been on the Bi'itish Columbia 
coast, visiting many points since la;;t 
July as the representative of a power-

rijent bt a largo .lifdustry In British Co- 
lum)}la.;':'v:\y9V,'Ptop6SQ.^t9 ■ Jnyesf large 
capitM , Itfithe ■^rJiJvelbjSmeliit ," of , the in^ 
dustrlc'S of this 'provihce.'''"My ' visit 
to the northern coast has- been more 
than satisfactory. Everything I have 
seen and heard has born out the state- 
ments made of the great resources ot 
British Columbia. .My own observa- 
tion lias shown mo that there is ample 
scope for British capital there anil I 
am sure that capital will bo forthcom- 
ing when the conditions are properly 
rej)rosented 'at home.' 

'"I'lie company we propo.se to form on 
my return is the Canadian I'aclCic 
Trading and Development syndicate, 
and one of the industries In which we 
will engage on a largo scale is tlie 
fisheries, both the saftnon and deep 
water fisheries of tho British Colum- 
bia coast.

Tho manager of this smoking plant, 
who Is' a most experienced salmon cur- 
er In London and supplies fish to tho 
Icitchens of both Buckingham and 
Windsor castles, as well as to all tho 
high class dealers of the west end of 
London, has written stating that tho 
trial shipmenl' of fish sent over ar- 
rived in a most satisfactory state and 
ho pronounced it equal to tho best. 
Scotch - salmon for smoking purposes. 
Tho salmon was .s.ont homo in cold 
storage and we propose sending It by' 
this process. It has been pronounced 
by tho principal fish dealers of Far- 
rlngdon market second only to the best 
fresli Scotch salmon and .superior to 
all other salmon placed on the Eng- 
lish market 

Prince Rupert the Headquarters. 

"We -propose to erect our principal 
station at Prince Rupert. Other sta- 
tions win be built' at Graham and 
Moresby Islands on tho Queen Charlot- 
te group and we will have fishing sta- 
tions at various points on tho British 
Columbia coast from Observatory in- 
let to tho east coast of Vancouver 
island. 

"Wc win build our own lilgh speed, 
steamer. It is the intention to have 
a vessel of high power, a soa-going 
steamer of the stylo of the Amur on 
which I returned from the north, which 
will collect tho fish and place it on 
the wharves in cold storage at Van- 
couver and afterward at Prince Ru- 
pert for shipment. Unless wo decide 
to purchase a steamer In tho British 
market tho vessel, .a8.^.wlll. as all else 
ot our equipment that-J'can- bO' Securcd 
In this province, will be biiilt' here. We 
propose to expend 450.0,00.0 J;-; before a 
year: , pasBes>.jnV the^; estdpllshment of 
this, industry.' Everything' that" can 
be supplied at Victoria or 'Vancouver 
will be bought at those cities, and we 
'propose to eniplc/y the experienced 
fishing labor of Britlch Columbia until 
tho supply Is exhausted and then to 
bring practical fishermen wlvli their 
families from Great Britain and settle 
them on this coast. I cannot esti- 
mate at present the number to whom 
employment will be given. 

Fleets Required, 

"The big. steamer; for tho purpose of 
collecting fish from the stations will 
be one .of a fleetf of ; vessels ' required' 
for bur business.' ' At . least' four . or. 
five sca-goIng fishing stcame;'s, or 
tugs, and two or throe smalt freight-, 
Ing steamers will bo required wlien 
we are fulh- established,, . Wo expect 
to bu ready to ln-glii, thoUBh..npt , fully 
eciulppcd ii(.-xv sca.son, and will b'e run- 
ning In full swing. Wo are now secur- 
ing existing fishing rights and sta- 
tions, arid wherever thl.'i Is possible It 
will save tho erection of statloii.s. 

"The deojj-sea fishing Industry will 
also be taken up. We will get deep- 
sea fishing trawlers and expect to be 
able to t;ike up this branch of in- 
dustry within twelve months. The in- 
tention is to gi^t five or six trawlers 
of the type used from Grimsby. Tlieso, 
being vessels of a special type, can 
b(^ better secured there for about 
,C 100,000 eacli. We must got' these 
and the men to man tliom at home. 
"With the steam trawlers we propo.sc? 
to g-i) ;iftcr tho halibut, herring, cod 
and other deep sea food fish. 

"I am satlsCled that the supply Is 
great and there are excellent possi- 
bilities of- handling fish. With regard 
to the marlcet it is practically unlim- 
ited.. The salmon of the ;B.r.ltlsh rlvern 
Is decreasing in number year ,by.ycar; 
rivers are. being depleted b'y being ov- 
erfished, 'disease, etc, and the mar- 
kets are; grbVying. On tho continent ot 
Europe "the'ifrihge of the great market 
of the future only has been touched 
with regard either to chilled or smoked 
salmon. 

'I have been groatly Impressed with 
what I have soon of the resources ot 
I3rltish Columbia, t havo boon over 
tlie worlil a good deal and no country 
has indlcatloii.s of fiunre iirn.siierity 
gr'-ater than this. T feel almost cer- 
tain tli;U within twiuity years or les.s 
that British Columbia will ho the 
greatest mineral producing area and 
among the wealthiest' coimtrles of tho 
world In Us rich resources."

Dr. A. W. Newnia-i Dorlaiul has is- 
eued a treatise, ])ul)lisii('(l bv tlie Cen- 
tury company, recurdiug many facta 
from whlcii to draw the conclusions 
that, V/-liilo tliero are excep'tions, the 
height of a man's mental activltv Is 
usually reached belween tlie age.s of 
40 and 60. He frivcs a list of 400 
names of liien liaving stupendous cere- 
bratlonal power and from tlicir close- 
ly examined lives formulates deduc- 
tions that are both moderate and im- 
jiartlal. 

He linds that the period in which 
ri man changes from the consunier to 
the producer* class Is affected by tem- 
perajnent,', constitution and mental in- 
clination s;iof .;the individual. In the 
case" of" many genius was shown at a 




phenomenWly ' early age; '.this is., es- 
pecially true of musicians and artists. 
But the class that formed tlie pro- 
found thinkers, astute statesmen and 
brlliiant diplomatists, was mucli 
slower in doveioiiing, Pliyslcians be- 
lieve that the slower development is 
best for the individual and more 10 
be de.sjred. But ]>r. Dorland says 
that the world at largo goes wild 
over a youthful wonder, Ignoring the 
plodding-xgenlus who is compelled by 
sheet; forco . ol his matured mentality 
to command late in life the plaudits 
of his fellows. ' 

In his investigaHon the autlibr found 
three questions to be answered: "At 
what period did a given individual be- 
gin to show evidences of mental ac- 
tivity along lines of original rcsearcli'.' 
AVlicn did he accompiisli the gre.atest 
work of his life? How long did liis 
mind continue to functionate and i)ro- 
duce in the chosen spore of activity?" 

These answered, he proceeds to 
group the individuals according to 
their ppe'claltles, ascertaining the ages 
for those groups and the .total aver- 
age age fpr aUigrOUPs'so studied dur- 
ing the Uhroe :. beforermentjonod pe- 
riods. • ■ • ■ '. ' ' I ;• 

The hardy individual of .the .North 
has the ascendancy; he Is tall, athletic, 
strong; the decadent races, mostly of 
the Latin stock, are short, stocky and 
weait. "it is lil-cowise oxcepilonal to 
lind that an unusually short nose, siicli 
as that possessed by Darwin and .Soc- 
rates, among men of Intellect. Nasal 
ablireviatlon is one of tlie well-known 
signs of degeneracy, as is also tlie 
sessile or otherwise misshapen ear, the 
sugar-loaf skull, the close-sot eyes and 
other physiognomic Irregularities, In- 
cluding? the cretinoid face." 

There are 'other signs of decadency, 
but the author explicitly. States that 
one sign alone does not constitute de- 
generacy, only a comblnat'lon jot two 
or more. . "(..,' ^ 

Alter much study along tlieso lines 
Dr. Dorland reaolies the' conclusion 
that 50 years is tin; nverngo age of 
tiie performance of the niastorwork. 
For workers the avenigo ;igo i.-i -IT, for 
thinkers It is 52. Cliemists and phy- 
sicists show 41; dramatists, play- 
wrights, poets and inventors sliow 4-1; 
novelists, 46; explorers iind warriors, 
47; music composers and actors, 4,S; 
artists, and divines, ,'jO; ossaylstH and 
■reformers, 51; physicians , ' surgeons 
and statesmen, 52; philosophers, 54; 
astronomers, mathematicians, satir- 
ists, 5R; historians, 57, and naturalists 
and jurists, 58. 

It must, however, be remembered, 
that this average, taken from ilio list 
of 400 celebrities, is rendered much 
lower by many of these lives having 
been terminated by accidcnl, niunlor, 
suicide or disease, tliat today is found 
to bo preventalile. If not curable. The 
author concludes tliat llie men in the 
list (including Byron, .Shidly, Keiits, 
Poe, Mungo Park, Christopher Mar- 
lowe and Thomas Cliatteron) would 
have done even better work when they 
reached the, acme,,of..their powers. 

He^'follows'i^ltli-raVTspl^ list of 
tlie aclilev'emehts of the truly aged — 
men at 70 and SO and even older. At 
the extreme end i?i Macklin, the Irlsli 
actor, who In his iiinety-nintli year 
performed on the Knglisli stage, and 
Chovroul, tile groat scientist, wlin up 
to tile day of iiis denth, at tlio a,'je of 
10,'!, was .active, keen .and 'nns.v. 

It is not logical to suppose th;it na- 
ture would place so low an average ;is 
th.at claimed by Dr. Osier and others. 
Why "should the errth be cumbered 
with so much Intellectual deadwood, 
the span of life be extended to three- 
score and ten years only that there 
may be thirty years of regression- and 
slow, but progressive, inentaU^d'e'bay ?"

feel the the year has been a partl- 
cuiarly successful or useful one and 
today it might be beneficial to turn 
on tiio seiirclilight and try to find 
out the reason why. 

Perhaps some of you may think the 
president's address ought only to con- 
tain a pleasant resume of past -work 
with encouraging word.s for tlie 
future, gratitude expressed for help 
given and a complimentary reference 
to the . helpers but, , dear friends, 
thouiBh^'T•^^W'l^^l^gIy^aamlt.^i.'it^ should 
contain all this, yet I feel that I, at 
Icastjiwould not be faithful to you or 
.myself,' were I today to give you only 
-this" and ignore the impressions I 
have received and the convictions I 
liavd luul which prove tliat we, as 
a council, during the year liave not 
lieen getting nearer to the ideals em- 
IxKlied in the preamble to our con- 
stitution: 

"We, the women of 'Victoria, sin- 
oerelv In-liovin^r that the best good 
of our homes and nation will bo ad- 
vanced bv our own greater unity of 
thought, sympathy and purpose. . and 
that an orBan|z^(JV ™ovepion^:''of .^wo.•rj 
men will best: conserve the highest' 
-good of the fainilv and the state, do 
! lien-l).v l);ind oiii«elves together to 
I further the application of the golden 
rule to society, custom' and law." 

And furtiier: "\\'e have deterinined 
to organise this' TjOcal Council of 
AVomen, believing that tlie more in- 
tim.ate Ijnowledge of one another's 
work will result In larger niujtual sym- 
pathy and greater iinity of thought 
and therefore ;.mor&,. effective action." 

"Greater unity of thought, .sympathy 
and purpqsd," resulting In "more ef- 
fective action"! Has this been our 
experience during tlie year? And have 
we grown In the spirit of mutual love 
and confidence? We knov; that «von 
shadows of doubt or suspicion will 
most assuredly imdormine united 
tliought and mutual sympathy so that 
there cannot be harmonious action, 
it lias been our exporience, lins it not? 
that minorities do the work and the 
majority does the criticising. Could 
this bo so If then' were impiicit con- 
lidenco and a desire to give one an- 
other credit : for the best Intentions 
even amid mistaltes and failures? 
(^ouid there be lack of <;o-operation If 
the .spirit of the golden.' rule? prevail- 
ed and If that lo.valty to dna another 
and to the principles of our council 
existed which must bo the basis of all 
our work In order to make it "ef- 
fective"? Carlyle truly says, "There 
is no communion posslijle among men 
who believe only in lii'arsay. Only In 
.a world of sincere men is Unity pos- 
sible — nnd there, in tlie long run,, it 
is as good as certain." 

AVhon a council consists of as many 
altlliated societies as ours does, there 
is always a gravf danger and a 
serious dililcuity. The danger lies In 
eacli society Ijecomlng so absorbed in 
its own- work that It forgets its rola- 
tion,':t'o tlie coyiiell as -a whole, its 
members lose sight of the fact that 
though they belong to a separate body 
distinct in Its object and work, yet 
tliey are also part of a whole and as 
sncli pledged to give to the whole or 
central organization that loyalty ,and 
support witliout which it cannot exist 
or jirogross, and this lack of co-opera- 
tion from members of our alllliated 
.societies in tlie work of the council as 
a whole, has been most noticeable 
during the past year. 

Then, on the other hand, tliere exists 
the same serious difficulty wliich every 
council has always had to face, .viz.: 
llow Is the counci! as a whole to' sus- 
tain the interest of Its affiliated so- 
cieties? After many years , of care- 
ful considcr.-ition of this ciuestlon there 
seems to me to lie but two answers: 
First, by sliowing spvclal Interest in 
oacli society and its wnric as far as 
possilde. and. second, by getting all 
tlie soi'ietlos (not some, l)ut all) to 
unite at times in some special work 
of common interest. 

Xow, as to the lirst. \V'Iion the so- 
cieties are few In number it is an 
e.'isy matter 'to keep in toucli witli 
each, but when a council is composed 
of thirt.v-flve soclbties, ( as ours is, 
tiiero is a danger fhat^the'':Work of 
Bonio may be overlookfed; ,'! am going 
to ask one of the delesfates from each 
society represented liero ■toS'ayAto.'.tell 
us, as a council, '■lio\y' wo cart best 
show our interest in an acceptable and 
effective manner. Let us jay aside 
formality and discuss this matter as 
women whose principle Is "the union 
of all for the good of all," and If wo, 
as a council, are to blame, lot u.s- know 
liow we can do lietter in future. AVo 
are here to help you — tiiis annual 
re-union is your grand opportunit.v, 
as it is ours, for becoming more in- 
timate with one another, conferring 
tog(!tlier, settling differences, griev- 
ances, getting new enthusiasm and 
starting '•fresh. Home of you we have 
holiiod; ;ill of you we want to hoi]); 
l)ut how can wo do all we might when 
your absence is more freciuent than 
your presence at our meetings and you 
do not gi\'e your advice and a.ssistance 
to those of us who are strugglln.g with 
problems which Intim.atel.v concern 
every woman whether she Is willing 
to admit it or not; problems which 
have baffled more experienced work- 
ers and ."jreater brains th.in ours. 
■Some of you, appointed representatives 
from .afriliated sociofes, have never 
attended even one executive meeting 
during the year and therefore 1,1 would 
be difficult for us to become Interest- 



ed in your work, or you to be inter- 
ested In ours. If we admit thut, from 
some cause or other, wo have not done 
all In our power to help you and you 
freely and unhesitatingly acknowledge 
It also, have you done all you could 
to help us by fostering among your- 
selves and your friends a spirit of 
confidence in the ultimate good de- 
sired by the Council, as well as loyalty 
to ttiose wlio are striving to bring it 
about even if tiie metliods used do not 
quite meet with your approval, in- 
have you even siiown your symiiatliy 
bv regular attendanoo at our monthly 
evocutivc meetings which of Itself is 
most encouraging? Then' 'again, . ac- 
tion taken by the Council fin ' certain 
directions has . been iseverely critlciued 
by memborsc of . our, adulated societies; 
thi.s, I thinkils hardly just when tho 
members 'Who flnd'imost lault comn or 
send a: representative to our executive 
meotings and therefon? cannot get a 
fair- reports of. what is being done, or 
why it Is done; i.^.. -.■ u 

I' well know '^vhat' busy women 'some 
of you are, and^ "hov Impossible It 
would -be for you ' to do*. more than 
you are doing, - nor ' do" I wish it. I 
only plead for more sympathetic inter- 
est In Council work and Council 
worKers, less unKlnd criiloisni ana a 
little more of tlie oil of charity, which 
makes life's wlu^els run smootlily; less 
I'auit-llndiiig and a little more tender- 
ness and consideration for those who 
liold the responsibility of office. ,■• /- •• 

This Is'an age 'df ■spfecializatlon'' arid 
It is a grand ' thing to'-see a woman 
concentrating her energies upon one 
special line of ' work a'nd making a 
success of it, but it Is grander and 
nobler to (ind her, while caiiabic of 
carrying on succossfull.v her chosen 
work, able to take an intelligent In- 
terest In what others, too, are doing 
and give tiiem the benellt of her ex- 
perience and tile wealtli of her sym- 
pathy. Some of tlie resolutions wliicli 
are coming before you today are of 
vital interest to eacli one of us. Pos- 
sibly wo may not approve qf all, but 
lot lis be convinced, apart from per- 
sonal feeling, thut they will not be 
for tile present or lasting benellt of 
tho whole community or a large sec- 
tion of It, before rejecting any; and 
we trust you will all help us faitli- 
fully to carry out the worl< and re- 
forms suggested by the resolutions 
and adopted by tliis conference. We 
rejoice in the success and growth of 
some of our societies and realize that 
tlii?.„strength of our. Council must ever 
.be:,}n..tho slrongtii of its aflillated so- 
cieties. ;-,>Vu ooiigratiilato lliose which 
have -shown .sucll. marked advance as 
well. a^sVthOse, whose good works can- 
not be' tabulated, but wlio, in riiiietude 
and faith, almost witliout recognition, 
are fullilling their /mission of service.

Only work- 
ers can fully estimate tho true value 
of such faithfulness and consistonc.v. 
Let us look forward hopofull'v to the 
coining .year and aim at nothing less 
than making our Council a centre 
round which all women workers or all 
sections of sociot.v, of all religious de- 
nominations and all political parties 
can gatlier in a spirit of unity and

Some valuable liints were received and 
suggestions made for a closer collab- 
oration, all of which will doubtless 
materially efft-ct the future relations 
between the societies and council. 

Tlie report of tho annual nu'Oting 
recently held at Ottawa of the Nation- 
al Council of Women of Canada was 
next given by Mrs. R." S. Day, who had 
represented the counclT of British Co- 
lumbia at- that meeting. ■ 

Miss Crease In moving the reception 
of the national report reniarited that 
never before had such an interesting 
iioport of this kind been submitted. 

Tlie resolutions upon tho ntjenda 
now cnnie up for consideration In the 
following order: 

llesohition 1.^ — Proposed- by the La- 
dies' Aid of ]':;niaiiuel Baptist Church; 
Resolved tliat this Local Council of 
Women be earnestly requested to do 
all In Its power to promote woman's 
suffrage in tho Province ol Britisli 
Columbia. Moved by Mrs. Sherwood, 
seconded by Jlrs. Clement's as follows: 

AVc ask the council to ajiprovo of 
this resolution in favor of the muni- 
cipal franchise for women, for tho fol- 
lowing reasons: 

First: AVe claim a right to a voice 
in determining the conditions under 
.whicti .we shall bear and bring up. ouc 



children, which duty lias been enturst- 
ed to us by an allwlse Creator. Who 
will deny us liiat riglit? 

Second: No one is so really Inter- 
ested in the public schools as tlio 
iiiotli,ers of our land. AVhy then 
sliould we not have a voice In tho 
election of those who shall, manage 
those schools? ' ' 

Third: AVe, as wives and mothers, 
are equally Interested witii tii,e men 
In .tlie moral well-being and good- 
government of tho community in which 
we live, AVe are interested in having 
a mayor and aldermen who will en- 
force all laws; made rfor , the suppres- 
sion' Of ; vice: andVfor.tthft Iresni-'iti"" 
the 'liquor traffic. 

4th. — AVe dt'uy that tha possession of 
propert.N- or llie payment of taxes car- 
ries ■ witli it tlie rigiit to vote or any 
other sjieclal in-ivilege. As men ami 
women are tlie most valuable as.'rol of 
any' country, so a sound judgment and 
a' mind freed from partLsan bias aro 
tlie best guides to a wise decision in 
the use of tlie ballot. 

Sth— The men have been doing 
nearly all the voting for tlie last thou- 
sand years and if we can believe lialf 
we' hear and read in tlie papers of tiio 
rascality and corruption in political af- 
fairs it is coitain that tlie women could 
not make matters any worse if given 
a share, in the government of our city 
and country. 

Ctli — Wiierever a full measure of 
adult suffrage has been adopted, as in 
Australia, New Zealand and in sev- 
eral of the states of tlie American 
Union, the result has always iiroved 
beiietlcial; public lito has been ele- 
vated; politics . perceptibly pnrilled 
and better laws made for the protec- 
tion of children and for safeguarding 
the rights of' women. 

7tj. — \yQ believe that it is high time 
tiiat tiiose superstltutlous Ideas re- 
garding women's inferiority to men, 
whicli liave come' down to us from 
mediaeval times, were finally buried 
with . other superstitions of bygone 

at'cs- .... 

Sth— We claim tliat tho women of 
our age are as loyal to their country 
as tile men, and as ready to make 
sacrlllces for It. AA'e claim that they 
are as loyal to truth, to God and homo 
as the men, and if given the franchise 
tiieir votes will be freer from partlzan- 
shlp, less inlluenced by sellish and 
pecuniary considerations, and exercised 
as a sacred trust to an even greater 
extent than. is. now the case with tho 
men. ' , 

Seeing thorefoVe"' that there are all 
these good reasons why wo should 
have the franchise and knowing no 
good reason why wo should not have 
it, I beg to move this resolution as an 
expression of tlie sentiments of this 
council. 

This was s^ioken to by Mrs. Gordon 
Grant and Mrs. Spofford, and unanl- 
jmpusly passed-.',,

Lady Baltimore Cake. 

Two- thirds of a cupful of butter, 
five eggs, two cupfuls of sugar, four 
cupfuls of dour, one- half of rich milk, 
two level teaBpobnfuls-.''of .cream of 
tartar, and one level teaspoonful of 
soda. Cream half tho sugar with tho 
butter, boat the remaining sugar into 
tlie yolks of the eggs, and sift the 
cream of tartar and tho soda twice 
through tiie Hour; beat tiie eggs and 
sugar, together with the butter and 
sugar, and tiie milk slowly, and (Inally 
beat in the Hour and stiflly lieaten 
whites of tho eggs. Flavor half tills 
mixture with rose, and into the other 
half boat one teasiiooiiful of powdered 
cinnamon, one teaspoonful of powder- 
ed cloves, and one grated nutmeg, and 
flavor with vanlUa, .lemon.or..alii)onds;. 
baiic 111 four-l#er.'"'rcSke';"parts-itw.p 
white layers' and t'w6 -'spiced layers. 
l''or the lining; cut lino one cupful of 
seeded raisins, alired thin halt a citron 
melon, grate one small cocoanut, and 
blanch three-fmirtlis of a iiound of al- 
monds; make an ordinary boiled icing 
and into it boat ail these ingredients 
save tho almonds. Put tlie mixture 
thickly lietweoii the layers, and finish 
tiie top laver — whicli slioukl be a white 
one — with siirlnklod powdered sugar 
and tlio alinonds stuck . in porcupine 
wise. Tlie moa.suring cups are ordin- 
ary collide cups and are tilled just 
level.

Wash and cut largo tomatoes into 
thick slices witliout pooling. Jlake .a 
dressing out of a tea.spoonful of catsup 
and vinegar, half a teaspoonful of 
onion julec' and salt, add a little dry 
mustard .'ind a good piiicii of papriita. 

Put two tablcspomif Ills of butter in- 
to tlie cliafing disli, turn in the dress- 
ing, mix thoroughly, lioat, tlion add 
the tomatoes, and (?ooiv until tliey aro 
tender. It is palatalile to serve boil- 
ed rice witli them.

General Opinion Tliat Some 
;" 'ETithusiasts 'Are Guilty of 
lllegai Sliooting 



Between eighteen and twenty deer 
wore brought from different points 
along the E. R- X. line to Victoria on 
Sunday evening. There were a large 
number of hunters out and the major- 
ity, contrary to the rule, carried rifles. 
There were few with shotguns, the 
scarcity of feathered game apparently 
influencing local disciples of Nlmrod to 
take a chance at the four-footed deni- 
zens of the forest. 

A canvass of those who spent the 
weck-ond In the chase proves that 
there was no district especially good, 
results being obtained at different 
^ points. For instance Mr. Horstall kil- 
led a splendid deer in the vicinity of 
the summit; Mr. Champion, of Smith 
& Champion, and party, who hunted 
in the neighborhood of the Silver mine, 
Khawr.l5;;in l.ike, bagged two lino .-inl- 
iiials; F. .Smith and party got four deer 
in the 17-niilo post district, while 
Janes and A\ ilb%-, wlio covered the 
countrj- neai- the summit of the Sool(o 
lillls, Kot two line specimens of A'aii- 
couvcr Islaiul deer. Tills l)y 110 means fjer and In 
embraces all that were paraded before 
tlie crowd tliat g.-itliered at the F. it K. 
depot on Saturday nigiit. As stated 
tile total returns, us far as \'ictorlans 
were concerned, if the exact figures 
were known, would amount to twenty 
at least and. In all probability, a few 
more. 

Many Unsuccessful 
The hunters who din-otcd their time 
to tlie foaliiered inliablti.nts of the 
wilds were In tie- inlnorltx'. For the 
most part they were niit prDnnuiicedl 
successful. The veterans, tliose wlio 
liavo Indulged in tlie spurt for 
and tire con\-ersaiit witli in-ery nonk 
and cranny wlii<ri' tlie hinls an,> .-iccus- 
tomed to secret I heiiisel ves, h.id si.niir 
two or three to their eredlt. Tlie best 
biigs, however, did not go beyond live, 
whicli, when the nunibers which were 
brought in tbroiii,'-houl last season are 
taken Into consideration is deiihiralily 
scant. 

Because the grouse and plieas.iiits 
are "hard to get, the enthusiasts }ia 
turned in disgust to the deer. Tlie 1 
suit Is that many more of tlte kit 
are being slaughtered than in year.s 
gone by. Tliat the result will be 
dearth of these creatures next season 
there Is little doubt, but tew are both- 
fered abbut the future. As one gentle- 
man, exceedingly fond of sport, but n 
sportsman In the true sense of the 
■word, remarked yesterday, Ihoy don't 
"give a continental as long'ns they can 
get satisfaction now." What the forth- 
coming years arc going to bring forth 
doesn't trouble them In the slightest 
degree is the eonsonaus of opinion 
among those who are In the habit of 
following out the regulations in the 
strictest poHBible manner. 

Five the Limit 

And referring to the question of the 
killing of deer, the officials of the Van- 
couver Island Fish & Oamo club wish 
attention drawn to the fact that the 
largest number which n»ay be killed by 
any Individual in a season is Ave, ac- 
cording to the terms of the B. C. Ganio 
Act. That the law has been broken by 
more than one already, tho.se who keep 
themselves In touch with the situation 
h.avo no hesitation in a.ssertlng. They 
hellcvi! tliat thero are rpilto a few who 
have e.\ceede(i the limit and, while no 
jirosecutlons have' been Instituted, It 
being (IKllcult to obtain testimony 
strong enough to concluslvelv prove 
guilt. It is foil that those wlio enjoy 
the sport afforded by' the districts In 
tho vicinity of tills city should have 
enotigli consideration for others who 
tuko pleaauro In tho recreation, and 
tliose who aro tittcmptlng to conserve 
the game of thfs section by giving it 



adequate protection, to refrain from 
ovcr«stepp1ng the limit set down by 
the regulations in this respect. 

On this subject the general feeling Is 
strong, and althougli there is no out- 
spoken threat that action be taken 
against any particular person or per- 
sons. It is not unlikely that certain 
vaguely suspected Individuals will bo 
closely watched and. If found making 
Illegal depredations, will be accorded 
a friendly but candid word or two of 
warning. 

Appeal to Hunters 
There seems to be no satisfactory 
explanation of the reason why the 
birds of this locality are so scarce this 
season. The majority hesitate to be- 
lieve that the yearly hunting has had 
sucli an effect, especially in view of 
the fact that tho season did not open 
this fall until ;i month later than Is 
customary. Still the fact remains that 
it is scarcely iiosslble to find a bird 
where before coveys could bo raised at 
almost any time. Unquestlnnalily the 
feathered game is not as plentiful as it 
was a few years ago. Now those who 
are watching the largo numbers ot doer 
being brought to town every week are 
wondering whether the same thing 1e 
destined to happen in the case of thi.'^ 
species. They don't want to rellect on 
tliose who are keeping well within the 
regulations, but they exjiress the hope 
that all .sjiortsmen will bear in mind 
the total allowed and cease shooting 
\shcn that Is attained — satisfied with 
having had the rare good fortune ot an 
exceedingly successful season.

"Victoria will bo represented In tho

ships, fast trains, lirst-class hotel ac- 
commodation at tile teriidnals, direct 
route from business centre to centre, 
harbors of sure and easy approach 
are recpiired. l^or tills class of busi- 
ness, ihi- engineers stale, "ports are 
selecti-<l at jioints on tile orien sea."

It will 
be seen therefore that a 20-knot ship, 
equal to nearly 23 miles an hour, is 
not very far behind the usual train 
service as regards freight.

tills is Itrltish? Directly the owners 
of this laid-up tonnage can see chan.ge 
for a sovereign lliey will start running 
again. W'c' are sorry to liave to say it, 
ljut llicre Is amide JiisUfu al ion for urg - 
ing llial there can lie no material im- 
Iirovemeiit In fri.dght.s (bar spasmodic 
ino\einenls here and there from tinVir 
to time) for anotlier twelve months at 
least, while to be on the safe side we 
should put It down for another two 
years. Trade is bad everywhere, and 
especially so in this country. There is 
no getting over this point; owners will 
iiave to cease running tlieir boats to 
an enormously increased extent. We 
icnow that they will refuse to do this 
until the force of circumstances com- 
pels them to; but the crisis is coming 
when "Halt!" will be called and have 
to be obeyed.

Thrilling Story of How Heroic Engin- 
eer Saved Steamer Valontia 
From Foundering

During the time this was being uone, 
the rest of the crew were eiigagi'd 
shirting cargo out of the forepeaii mlo 
the foreliold, in which place room svas 
found through the cargo having sel- 
lled. After two days a passage was 
ideareil lo tile bottom of Hie peail, WMlh 
llie object of getting Into No. 1 lank 
and possibly locating the leak. 

"The oHlcors and engineers now 
started cutting a iimii-iioU through 
the bulkhead Into No 1 tank. Having 
done this, tliey went In and by careful 
listening along the side ot the taiili, 
which fmuned tlie iloiible bottom of the 
siilij, the walcu- could bi' very plainly 
hcaid rushing in, sounding most dis- 
tinctly in tlie after limber but one. A 
small hole was bored through the side 
Id' tho tiiiiU al this iilace and tin: water 
came spasiiiiig through. On tills 
eonllrniatioii, work was at once 
started cutting a iiianliole through the 
side of the tank, and continuouslj- 
carried tm b.v tile idlici.'rs, engineers 
anii earjienter, dl\lded into two parties 
and reiie\-ing eacli other in two-hour 
spells. After about 20 liour.s' work, a 
hole sulllcleiitly largo for a man to go 
through was cut, and, tlnaily breaking 
away the cut piece, all doubt as lo 
the leak being there was rcunoved by 
the water rushing out, cxtingulohing 
tlie laiiiijs and washing all the tools 
and iiiox'abie tilings out of Its track. 
.■\ idug was got down and forced into 
tile liob; and secured, the water lainip- 
ed dry, and the ship's course set for 
Delaware. On arriving there the ship 
was ordered on lo .\ew Yurk,*at Which 
port she discharged, turning out her 
cargo In excellent condition, ' only d 
few bags of sugar being damp with 
depreciation of about one to two tons. 
On going Into dock, it was found that 
a plug with which the builders stop 
holes thfough which they pass rivets 
In building the ship, had carried avyay, 
leaving a hole 1V4 Inch' In diameter, 
which was the cause of "disaster.

Mutton War Grow/s. 

Paris, Nov. 16. — If butchers and 
whosale producers are to be believed, 
mutton Is on the point of becoming 
e.\tlnct in France. How It may be 
In the provinces does not concern 
I'arlsians nuuii, but for some time 
past the Inhabitants of the capital 
luivo already iiad good reason for 
susi)icion. A^'ll.Ml they ordered a leg 
of mutton, which in forrni'r times was 
suriposed to be a good substantial 
piece of meat, th<>lr butcher Invari- 
ably supplied them with a bit of skin 
and bone that approached more dnd 
more the size of a toothbrush. Mut-' 
ton chops threatened to descend to the 
dimensions of toothpicks, and the blll.s 
might have stood for a year's house' 
rent. These were signs of the times, 
and now an authority on the subj(>rt, 
M. Camus, presid. nt of the Butchers' 
Syndicate, explains that mutton Is 
growing .scarce b.'cause there are but 
few liimhs left, and fiimiers could not 
supply all the mutton wanted. Then 
there was a cry for lamb as tho next 
best substitute, but now, when all the 
l.-imbs h.avo been Itlllpd off, there l.s an 
(!iul even to the Sllb.9'tltut,e. 

Perhaps this jiicture is slightly ex- 



aggerated, but there la no doubt that 
for some years past there lias been- 
a real scarcity. Mutton was sold as 
high as no and 7,1 cents a pound, which 
might still have boon bearable, but 
the fact Is that In weighing it the 
butcher always counted In about three 
parts bone and fat to one part of meat. 
Parisians have naturally become dis- 
gusted, niul if these conditions last 
they may lose their taste for mutton 
entirely. In the past, when a Fronch- 
mhn' Invited his friend lo share a chop 
and an egg with him, it. meant tliat 
only a very frugal repast was on 
hand, but now . tho substance of this 
has Ijccome sd reduce'S' th'at he ■vt'b'ulcV 
no longer dare to offer it. There are 
two things w'hich chiefly contribute to 
this scarcity. First, there is a duty 
on all foreign meat which Is almost 
prohibitive, and secondly, growers 
have lost all their former advantages. 
Free pasturage on the village com- 
mons has been mostly suppressed, tho 
Inhabitants having sold tho privileges 
to increase tho village budget and 
build scliuOio ui ulher public insmu- 
tioiis, and the children of peasants no 
longer wished to tend flocks In their 
communes. Their ambition is to 
settle In towns or cities as soon as 
possible, so that the shepherd's calling 
Is In danger of becoming extinct with 
the sheep.

Cure a Great Success 

Paris, Nov. IC. — Professor Renon. a 
distinguished member of the Paris 
Medical Faculty, h;is made an inter- 
esting conf.'sslun relating how he was 
cured of stutlei-ing. lie was such an 
liiveti-rate stammerer that one day at 
the Gare du .Vord, after keeping an 
Impatient crowd waiting at tin- lio.)k- 
Ing-olllce while he vainly tried to iir.i- 
nounco the name of the station Babeuf 
he was finally obliged to write his des- 
tination on n piece of paper and hand 
It to the cleric. While on duty in the 
P.aris liospitals ho was occassl. ma ll.v 
olillg. il to ordi'r the use of phenaceiin, 
but he eoiild never jironounce that 
wonl, so sol\-eil tlie (lilllcuity by pre- 
scriliiiig another medicine with a name 
easier to pronounce. 

.After he hail been aiipointed pr.i- 
fessor he was oliliged to assist .at tli(> 
examination of medical studeius, and. 
afraid of stuttering while interrog.i- 
ting the candidates, he determined to 
get rid of his inlirmity. He put him- 
self in hands of a speciiilist. who 
made him promise not to utt. r a single 
word for a week. I'-or eight days he 
wrote down everything he wanted, and 
when he met friends in the street wlio 
wished to sjiealc with him he showed 
them .a card on which was v/rltten. 
"I am following treatment for stutter- 
ing, and am obliged to remain dunili 
tor eight days." 

After a week's breutliing lessons, 
voice exercises, and gymnastics of tho 
lips, he was allowed to speak very 
slowly, pronouncing each syllable 
separately. The treatment lasted 
over a year, but the professor has 
seldom had any difficulty since, and 
Is now In much request as a popular 
lecturer all over France.

— A complaint by 
Mr. George Meredith tliat cooks will 
not condcsceiul to i)ractice their art 
in country ODttagcs (iVi'U If liberal 
wages are offered i.'^ endorsed by the 
registry olHce keepers In London.

But 
If a lady who ' keeps, say, eight or a 
dozen servants wants a cook for her 
tountry house and offers $225 or $250 
fi year, I have no difficulty whatever 
in finding a competent cook."

JAPANESE SECURING 

. TRADE BY SUBSIDIES 



The annual report oC Lloyd's Regis- 
ter cf Shipbuilding .vhlch has been 
Issued for the twelve months ending 
last June, confirms the contlneti ac- 
counts of the depression In the British 
shipbuilding Industry. During the past 
twelve months, classes were assigned 
to 648 new vessels, possessing an 
aggregate gross registered tonnage of 
1.151,791, says Syren and Shipping. 
This compares with -789 ve.sseis of 
1,484,722 tons for the previous twelve 
months.

Unless United States Pays For Trans-

for subsidies is being renewed In con- 
sequiTice. J. J. IIIll, president of the

An Ihterei^'iins feature in this 
connection ls''the''jTjd{fvy fall in sailing 
tonnage classed by the .society. Last 
.vear It was 4,244 "tons, compared with 
14.410 tons In thq '^previous twelve 
months. True, thlsysvas a jump from 
4,0Cl> tons, but, tonyt^e other hand, 
that small output V3iv'a& a fall from 
11,058 tons. 

.\ltliough the additions to the Regis- 
ter were comparatively small. the 
total displayed the Increasing tendency 
of the ship-owner to order vessels of 
a special tyiie. . Apart from the Mau- 
retanla, the Rotterdam — built bv 
Messrs. IL'irland and Wolff, and note- 
worthy as the largest steamer regis- 
tered In Holland — ;ind the S.S. Tenyo 
Maru — built In Japan under the super- 
vision of Lloyd's exclusive officers- 
other Interesting vessels signalled out 
for special mention are the Salsette, 
for the Aden-Bombay service of the P. 
and O. Company; the two triple-screw 
steamers Baron Gautsch and Prinz 
Ilolienlolie, belonging to the Lloyd 
.•\iistrlaco: the Uanlah training ship 
^■|klng, which Is to be used for the 
training of odlcers for the mercliant 
service; the S..S. Paul Palx. and three 
other vessels 011 the longitudinal sys- 
tem recently patented b\- Mr. J. W. 
Isherwood; the transport General 
Guerrero, built at Barrow for tho 
Mexican- Government for the convey- 
ance of troops, etc., and fltted with 
six ten-centimetre guns; four large 
vessels with heavy scantling for the 
seal fisheries: one for the Canadian 
C.evernment specially stnuigthened for 
service among Ice on the Canadian 
Lakes; and the S..S. 'i'ransportor, built 
nt Barrow, for the conveyance to .la- 
p.an of two subm.-irine vessels. To 
these may be added those vessels of 
! siieelal type which are accorded the 
j society's A I class provided for craft 
I Intended for particular or limited voy- 
i ages for which a high rale of speed 
or Hhallow draugh Is essential. Spe- 
cial reference Is made to the Increas- 
ing demand for steamers designed for 
the carriage of oil in bulk. No fewer 
than 14 of these hnve been classed 
since June, 1007, while at the iiresont 
time 27 vessels of this type, with an 
aggregate tonnage of 12S.473, are under j 
construction with a view to classinca- 
tlon In Lloyd's Register Book. 

Turning to the present iiosltion and 
future prospects we have an Inillcatlon 
of the current shipbuilding depression 
lirovldcd by the fact that nt June 30 
the tonnage In course of construction 
under Inspection of the society's sur- 
veyors at home and abroad was no 
more than 746,538 tons — a decrease of 
no less than 300,000 tons compared 
with the position nt the same date In 
1907. 

An interesting reference in the re- 
port is that to the negotiations with 
Germany and France with a view to 
the -assimilation of freeboard regula- 
tion:.. As the result of a conference 
held 111 I-laniliurg, composed of eight 
ib'i'inan lepresentatlves nominated by 
the (iernian C,e\-eriiment and an cnual 
number appointed by our own (which 
Included tho society's able chief sur- 
veyor, Mr. H. J. Cornish, the (^.erinan 
delegates agreed to amend their rules 
In order to arrive at as close an ap- 
proximation as possible to the British 
rule, and the Conference wan there- 
upon able to submit to tho respective 
governments proposals which woulil 
bring about the desired agreomr'nt be- 
tween the two aota of freeboard regu- 
lations. After considering the i-cport 
presented by the British delegates, the 
Board of Trade Intimated to tlici Gnr- 
innn Government, through tho Foreign 
Olllcc, that thoy v/ere jirepared to au- 
cept the arrangement arrived at by 
the Conference, and the 'German Gov- 
ernment have_ 9ln'co ''.issued the text 
of their amended freeboard rcgula-' 
tlons, which win come Into force on 
and after Jan. 1, 1009. In March, -1909, 
will come Into force thfr new Frenoh 
Shipping Lav^ one of the . provisions 
of which Is- that free^ic^Vd rules will 
th'chccforwar^l b«" tiO'nipuIsory. in Uio 



Ic.-in lines. There soon will not be an 
American steaniKhip engaged in for- 
(dgn tr;idc on the Paclllc unless In 
some form the public jjays part of tho 
cost of operation. If we say that 
steamer lines will be run at ji loss by 
traii.'-.contlnental railroads, tho reply 
Is that they do not need to do It. and 
if Ihuy do It will be placing the burden 
of the subsidy on that portion of the 
public which must use the transcon- 
tinental roads. Instead of distributing 
It over the country, were It belongs. 

The Japanese are taking tho trade 
today and are holding It by subsidies- 
paid by the Japanese taxpayers. In 
fact, the Japanese ship owners declare 
that even with their low cost of 
opei\itions they shall be compelled to 
discontinue the regular sailings to 
tills port and Puget .Sound If the sub- 
sidies, -which exiiire next month, are 
not renewed. And the following 
figures from the Jajian Chronicle In 
regard to the Nippon Yusen Kalslia — 
the largest of the subsidized com- 
panies — seem to sustain that contcn-

Of 
the pasesngers killed llfty-one fell out 
of carriages while the trains -were 
running, owing to the way in which 
English passenger coaches are built.
